Nakhville, January 20. A stormy time
was experienced at the convention It
commenced with Mr. Butler moving te ad-

journ until 12 o'clock.
Mr. Beasley desired to know why Mr. But-

ler made the motion.
Mr. Butler said he made it because the

senate and bouse had made a great mistake
in the proceeding of yesterday. The two
houses had to keep a record, and he wanted
to see the mistake of taking a recess until
this morning corrected. The takin g of a re-
cess from one day to another, and proposing
to take a vote at 10 a.m.," when the law fixed
the time at 12 m., was something unheard
of. He made the motion for the protection
of the two houses and to make their proceed-
ing intelligent.

ML Beat-le- y said that Mr. Butler seemed
to be of the opinion that the Democrats had
proceeded in an unwarrantable manner.

Mr. Butler said that he had made no such
insinuation. The Kepublicaus had got their
foot into it as bad as the Democrat. There
was no politics in it. He did it for the good
of both parties.

Mr. Beasley said that Mr. Butler had re-

marked that a mistake had been made in
the proceedings. If They had acted in ac-
cordance with parliamentary law there had
been no mistake. So far as a matter of policy
was concerned, the Democrats had made no
mistake. They had done precisely what it
was their duty to haye done. He thought it
came in bad grace from Mr. Butler or any
other man to call lor such action as was
proposed.

"' Mr. Brown raised the point of order that
a motion to adjourn was net debatable.

The speaker ruled that a motion to ad-
journ to a certain time was debatable.

Mr. Beasley said that the Republican of
the house had determined to turn Mr. Stew-
art out of his seat in defiance of the laws of
the country, and without giving him the op-
portunity to take proof iu his case. They
had determined to overrule all statute and
parliamentary laws.

Mr. Butler said that when the gentleman

Disensolna the Chinese Treaty In the
California Lecialature A

Test Vote.

The Mix Companies Robbinsr Their Pi:Tailed Compatriots Collared
for F.mbessleiiirat.

San Frakcisvo, January 20. In the State
senate at Sacramento y the concurrent
resolutions protesting against the ratification
of the Chinese treaties were reported from
the committee the nrnt by .Senator Glass
cock, who said there Jwao no method to
determine who were the laborers or visitors
from China. The resolution also held that
the treaty should have been couched in lan-
guage that would forever have settled the
matter. in? second resolution. by
Senator Davis, alluded to the clause
in the treatv allnwinf thp fhinpfl
the same privilege in the I'nited States as
the most favored of anv other nation, thns
conferring upon them the right of naturali-
zation. The resolutions were debated all
day, the contest being almost a strictly par-
tisan one, the Kepublicans being against the
adoption of the resolutions and the Demo
crats in favor. Finally, after several mo
tions to amend, strike out and substitute had
been voted down, a test vote to lay the whole
matter on the table was taken, and the mo-
tion prevailed 20 to 17.

CHINESE BLACKMAILING SCUKMK.

For years it has been the custom of the
Chinese Six Companies here to allow no
Chinaman to leave for China without a re
ceipt from one of the companies that he was
clear Iroiu debt, and had paid his dues. Iue
system was really a blackmailing scheme,
upon which the nix Companies thrived, ae the
companies had a contract with the Pacific
Mail and Occidental steamship com
panies preventing any ibinaiucn sail-
ing on their steamers. At the
last session of the legislature a bill
was passed making it a misdemeanor for anv
steamship company to refuse passage to any
person wno paid meir lare. iue law was
taken advantage of by intelligent Chinamen,
notwithstanding all kinds of intimidations
used to prevent their leaving without paving
the company their demands. I.attcriy, how
ever, the Six Companies have been success
ful in levying their tax on outgoing China-
men, especially those from the iutcrior. To
couuteract this, Chief-of-Poli- Cromley, of
this city, recently issued a circular m
Chinese notifying intending passengers to
China that they could go home by simply
purchasing their tickets, and that the police
could be depended upon to protect them
from the company. These notices have been
posted up in every I hincse camp on the
coast, lo-da- y it was discovered that the hix
Companies had circulated a counter state
ment, sfatiug that anyone attempting to leave
without paying his dues would be arrested,
and if he lost his money or baggage he would
have only himself to blame. Ihe Chinamen
who printed the companies' circular have
been arrested. The authorities are deter-
mined to break up tne blackmailing prac
tice.
